4 SILLY ANTI-SILVER ARGUMENT. 


Some one who has the leisure ought 
to prepare a financial catechism for the 
benefit of the monometalists, and for 
others whose ideas vn the silver ques- 
tion are vague. There are some, for 
instance, who believe that silver ought 
to be remonetized, but that the amount 
of meta! in the coiu sbould be enlarged 


the gold doliar, In other words, they 


claim that such an enlargement is 
necessary in order to make the silver 
dollar the equal of the gold dollar. This 
j8 quite a popular argument, and, with 
the addition of a iiltle sophistry, 
can be made very plausible. But it is 
a delusion. It ais common error on the 
part of those who use this argument 
to compare the metal value of silver 
with both the metal and stamp value 
of gold. It is as much a mistake to 
suppose that 25 8 grains of gold metal 
are intrinsically worth one dollar, as to 
supposs that 4124 grains of silver in 
the shape of coin are not worth one 
dollar. An elaborate discussion of this 
question is unnecessary. I: is suggest 
ive enough to ask why it is that 258 
grains of gold are worth a dollar? And 
this question in turn suggests others. 
What isadollar? Is not the fixing of 
g ld asastandard of value purely ar- 
bitrary, and is not its commercial value 
as well as its money value variable and 
fluctuating? It would be as easy to 
maintain that the present difference 
between the values of gold and silver 
was due to the appreciation of the 
former rather than to the depreciation 
of the latter, as it would be to prove the 


contrary. Indeed, we have no hesi.a- 


tion in asserting that such is the real 


state of the case, and we defy mono- 


metalists to disprove it. We assert that 
the purchasing power cf silver is as 


great to day as it was when demone- 


tization swept it’ out of circulation. 
So far as the business of the country is 
concerned—the property of the peo» 
ple—the value of silver has not raised 
a hair’s breadth since the day it was 
‘worth more than gold, and weemain- 
tain that as soon as remonetization 


takes place, gold will drop down to its 
‘normal value, and silver will take the 


place it held in our currency for eighty 
years. ‘Ihe gold organs say that their 
favorite metal is the standard of va!ues. 
If so, itis a very pretty standard, that 
fluctuates and varies in the markets 
of the world every day. The organs, 
if they believed their own assertions, 
ought to quote the price of greenbacks, 
instead of the price of gold, but with 
an inconsistency that ought to aston- 

ish theniselves, if no one else, they say 
day by day that gold is worth 102, 103 
or 110 as the case may be. 
stance their inconsistency is creditable, 

to say the least, for they know that the 
value of the greenback is based on the 
public credit—on the confidence of the 
people in their government—and thev 
know moreoyer that to say the green.

SENATOR LAMAR S POS! (ION. 


The Mississippi senator has not 
changed his views as to the policy of 
the silver bill. He does not eonsider 
silyer payment dishonest ; it involves 
no violation of the contract, no repudi- 


pedient and inadvisable. So thinking, 
he roay make a speech to that effect. 
But theré he proposes to stop. Asa 
senator of Mississippi, he has made up 
his mund that be has no moral right to 
cast a vote that is not upheld 
by at least a respectable minority of 
his constituents. He believes that the 
vote of a representative should repre- 
sent the people behind him. Missis- 
sippi, like Georgia and every other 
southern state, is practically solid on 
the silver question. Hence Senator 
Lamar will vote in favor of the remone- 
tization of silver. John Tyler, in a 
similar instance,resigned his seat. Sena- 
tor Lamar, we think, has chosen 
the better course. The people do not 
want him to resign, and yet they want 
him to vote in accordance with their 
wishes on questions of deep import to 
their material interests. 

Mr. Lamar’s decision leaves our dis- 
tinguished senator with only Gen. 
Butler to support him from the south. 
We tiust that both of these men—who 
are capable of great good if they retain 
the confidence of the people will do as 
Mr. Lamar proposes t» do. 


“IN SELF DEFENUVUE." 

“Under these circumstances,” says 
the New York Tribune, ailuding to the 
movement in favor of the remonetiza- 
tion of silver, “it would be exceeding-~ 
ly unwise for New York bankers to de- 
fer unnecessarily any steps necessary 
for self-defence.” This is in the na- 
ture ofa confession. New York bank: 
ers must not delay in their prepara- 
tions for se'f defence. The contraction 
of the currency, the searcity of money, 
the lack of coufidence—(not in men 
but in the future of investments)—the 
shrinkage in vaiues, all contribute to 
the gains of thoge who accumulate in- 
steal of producing. If the signs of the 
times are not monstrously deceitful, 
the ‘‘New York bankers” have need 
to follow the advice of the Tribune.
